heard the Van of our Army , with ſome

taken in the Caſtle Knock, lying 4. miles 
to the left hand, wee lolt 30. men, for 
they ſtood it out to the laſt man, Upon 
Friday all the Army met two miles be- 
.yond Trim, wee had 51, Colours flying 
and about 1000. Horſe , wee marcht to 
the Caſtle of Baramore , which is the 
nigheſt way 42. miles from Dublin, and 
never {aw an Enemy, onely the Enemy 
made us returne and goe more upan the 
left hand by burning e Bridge,ſo that we 
could not paſle that way , there was a- 
nother Bridge the Wayne marcht, and a 
pretty Towne, but forfken and burnt by 
us,as wedid all other Townes and Ca- 
files all the way we went, the Enemy has 
left the Townes , but their Goods they 
have hid 1n the Bogges, or elſe conveyed 
them into the County of Week/ey ; the 
Rebels had made a very ſtrong breaſt 
Worke againſt the Bridge, and were 500 
men to man 1t, but in the morning for- 
ſooke it : The Caſtle of Baramore where | 
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wee reſted one day before our returne is 
a place naturally fortified with a great 
Bogge,only one way to cane to it, where 
they had wade ſirong Workes, yet durſt 
not make them good ; from thence my 
Lard fencs and Sir Michael Barney their 
rwo Regiments went alone, which is 
ten miles further, and are to keepe Gar- 
riſon in Canaught and thereabouts, The 
next day wee marcht ſtraight fgr Dub< 
lin with the remainder of our Army, 
finding no oppoſition, onely one day we 
paſt by one of the Enemies Caſtles , 
which wee could not (tay to take in, by 
reaſon we wanted pie:es of Battery and 
bread fer our men if wee ſhould ſlay ; 
when the Reare of our Army was paſt 
which wee had upon our March that 
day , ſome quantitie of the Enemies 
Horſe very well mand came ruſhing out 
of a Wood, which cauſed us when wee 
were over the Bogge to fall about and 
maks a ſudden ſtand , expedting =

they would have charged us , but they 
oncly ſtaid for ſtraglers , the next day 
we was to palle a moraſle, where there 
was buta narrow Caufey,which way the 
Enemy thought we wauld have warchrt 
from Dubl;r, and had therefore made a 
ſtrong brealt work , and to hinders us 
had made a double ditch , halfe pike 
deepe, and call a!l the looſe earth in the 
midſt, which did hinder us in reſpet we 
wanted timber , and the ground was fo 
baſe,as it was longere the Carriages durſ? 
venture over ; that night we marcht to 
K:/cock a very preity Towne 12, miles 
from Dublin, the onely Towne wee left: 
unbucnt, 1t was lately built by the Eng-

ſons foever,as men, women, or children 
that our . Souldiers met , they gave no 
quarter : they were ſo enraged that the

1 never 
in my life time in £1g/ard knew greater 
and colder raines in winter then we tad 
mm day but one with us, I proteſt 1dne 
vetily think. we did not come 3. nights 
all the march to our quarier but our 
men were yet to the skin, and then the 
good earth was our lodging,and we came 
uſually fo late as the men had kcarce 
time to help themſelves, and to getreſt, 
foe wee was to march by 4 or 5. in the 
morning 3 1t had bred much ficknelle a- 
moneſt our freſh Souldiers, wherein 1 
havea part, being brought toextreame 
weaknefſe with the Countrev diſeaſe, for 
which 1 this dav take Phvſicke, 1 had 
z1ach adoe to finiſh my Letter, 1 will
